Called Away Sunday Morning at 


a Quarter Past Eleven. 


He Bad Been Suffering 
for Fourteen 


MoDths—A Prominent Man In Public 
Affatra and a Hero of Two Wa: 


Served Three form* lu the Ohio 


Legislature and Two Terms 


as Conuty Clerk. 


After many weary months of snffei- 


ing, Capt. Amos B. Cole passed away 
Sunday morning. Death came to him 
at a quarter past eleven o'clock. He 
had been siok just fourteen months to a 
day. 
He suffered at first from a tumor 


on his btomaob, and an operation. was 
.performed on him about a year ago by 
Dr. Ricketts, of Cincinnati, and the 
tumor removed. This furnished tem- 
porary relief, but Capt. Cole never ral- 
lied. 
He has been confined to his bed 


nearly all the time since, and several 
timeH was at the point of death. 
For 


some days past he was unable to take 
any nourishment and gradually wasted 
away until death claimed him. 


Capt. Cole was the son of Silas W. 


and Elizabeth Bnstou Cole. He was 
born December I3ch, 1827, on the old 
Kranser farm on the canal. His youth 
was sptjnfc in this city and on the farm. 
When the Mexican war broke out he 
ran off and enlisted under the name of 
"Amos Bnrnhaui," being then about 
nineteen years of age. 
He 
served 


throughout the war and was honorably 
discharged in 1848, when the war 
closed. 
He returned to thia county 


and resumed thu occupation of fanning. 
In July, 1862, he organized a company 
which was mustered into service as 
Oo. F, 117th O. V I. 
Mr. Cole was 


captain of the company. 
This was 


afterwards reorganized as the 1st Ohio 
'Heavy Artillery. 
In 1864, by speoial 


order 321, Capt, Cola was mustered out 
of service for disabilities from sickness 
contracted in the service. 


Oapt. Colo always took an active 


pare in politics and watt one of the or- 
ganisers of the Republican party m 
this county. 
In 1873 he waa elected 


county oleik and re-elected in .1876. 
in 1879 he was nnminated and elected 
representative from tbia county, being 
elected by 250 majority. In 1887 he 
was nominated and elected state sena- 
tor from this district and re-elected in 
1889. 
This ended his official career, 


though he has always taken a deep in- 
terest in politics. 


Capt. Cole was mairied to Miss 


Martha E. Orme, daughter of John 
Orme, of Maryland, January 3d, 1851. 
Seven children were born to them, six 
of whom are living—John Orme Cole, 
of Washington, D G.; O. V. Cole, of 
the West side; Ida F , now Mra. T. C. 
Anderson, of this oity; A. Spence, 
Charles O., who live on the home place, 
and Lollie F., now Mrs. Jaa. E. Dnduit, 
of Chicago 
Mrs. Cole survives. 


Oapfc Oule was for many years one of 


the most prominent men in this sec- 
tion. 
Ha was gifted with a bright 


mind and was genial and clever in his 
ways. 
He was active, energetic and 


progressive and performed the duties of 
the various publio positions he occu- 
pied to thejgeneral rsatiafaotion of his 
constituents. 
He was a 'kind and in- 


dulgent husband and father, and it waa 
one of the aims of his life to give his 
children a 
good 
education. 
Many 


friends in this and other ^counties will 
moutn his death. 


The funeral will be held at the house 


Wednesday morning at 10 o'clock, Rev.

All hands were

ble against the incoming waters. The 
ship drove crazily before the storm. 
A crash sounded above the roar of the 
wind and the mariners knew that the 
sails had gone. 
A moment later the 


ship swirled in a tremendous sea and 
capsized. 
This was 
off 
Longport. 


Meanwhile she was sighted from shore, 
but the task of rescue then was hope- 
less. It was clear that no boat could 
brave the sea for more than a few mo- 
ments. 


The Ocean City life crew determined 


to try, and Peck's Beach crew turned1 
in to help. The lifeboat was launched 
and almost immediately a huge wave 
broke over her and threw her angrily 
back upon the sands. Again and again 
was the attempt made, only to meet 
•with the same rebuff. 
Eventually the 


futility of the work was recognized 
and the would-be rescuers were com- 
pelled to abandon it.

St. Peters. Her lights were in sight 
for some time after dark. 


When the hurricane swept the ocean 


tbe crew of the St. Peter had all that 
they could <io to keep their 
vessel 


afloat. 


She was thrown on her benm ends 


and remained 'in that position for 10 
ihoiirs, during which lime the
